Tax Liens Fiied Against 


Three Marin Residents 


Income tax lien has been filed in j Francisco. 
Marin county by the UJS. Bureau of 
Internal Revenue against J. W. 
(Jake) Ehrlich of Corte Madera, a 
prominent San Francisco attorney, 
it was revealed today. 
Disclosure of the $1.674.72 lien, 
filed by Deputy Collector Charles 
F. Masarik Jr., was made today in 
a routine listing of transactions in 
the office of County Recorder Noel 
T. Giacomini. 
The lien was filed against Ehrlich 
on Wednesday. Also named in the 
action was his wife, Marjorie. 
Ehrlich’s tax delinquency dates 
back to 1949, the bureau’s document 
declared. 
The claim made against Ehrlich 
was filed in Marin county because 
the prominent barrister, noted in 
criminal defense cases, lives at 2000 
Corte Madera avenue, Corte Madera. 
Masarik, who filed the lien, re­ 
cently took charge of the San Fran­ 
cisco office of the revenue bureau 
following suspension of Deputy Col­ 
lector James Smythe by President 
Truman. 


Harold L. Storvald, whose address 
was given as Box 578, Marin City, 
was listed as owing the government 
$616.78 dating back to 1946. The fil­ 
ing against Storvald was done in 
San Rafael.

Today marks the fortieth anniver­ 
sary in the Marin banking career of 
William P. Murray of San Rafael, 
president of the First National Bank 
in San RafaeL 
Forty years ago today Murray took 
his place as cashier in a small bank­ 
ing office in the then quiet business 
section on Fourth street in San Ra­ 
fael. At that time the Ross Valley 
was just beginning to develop and 
San Anselmo a short time ago had 
been only a railroad station. 


After a year and a half at San 
Rafael High school, Murray had 
started in 1905 as an employee of 
the old Humboldt Bank, since then 
purchased by Bank of America, and 
in 1911 took his job as cashier at the 
Bank of San Rafael. 


When Murray began his career, 
the bank’s total assets were only a 
half million dollars—they now stand 
around the $20,000,000 mark. Dur­ 
ing the next few years the assets 
grew and so did the stature of Mur­ 
ray who took the title of vice presi­ 
dent in 1923. 
In 1933, after the death of the 
bank’s president, M. J. Pedrotti, 
Murray moved into the vacant pres­ 
ident’s chair. By that time the Bank 
of San Rafael had taken over the 
charter of the Marin bank and they 
were combined into the First Na­ 
tional Bank in San Rafael. By 1949 
a branch in Novato had been opened 
and in 1951 a drive-in annex was 
added to the San Rafael office. 
Aside from his banking career, 


Murray, who lives at 1563 Lincoln 
avenue, San Rafael, has taken an 
active part in Marin club circles. He 
is a Mason, Knight Templar, Ro- 
tarian, elder in the Presbyterian 
church, and a leader in the Boy 
Scout movement. 
Murray now holds a seat on the 
executive board of the California 
Bankers’ association and has served 
as treasurer of the San Francisco 
Theological Seminary at San An­ 
selmo. 
The veteran banker and his wife, 
Lillian, whom he married in 1916, 
have three sons, William Jr., Donald, 
and Ted, all of whom served in 
World War II.

Today marks the fortieth anniver­ 
sary in the Marin banking career of 
William P. Murray of San Rafael, 
president of the First National Bank 
in San Rafael. 
Forty years ago today Murray took 
his place as cashier in a small bank­ 
ing office in the then quiet business 
section on Fourth street in San Ra­ 
fael. At that time the Ross Valley 
was just beginning to develop and 
San Anselmo a short time ago had 
been only a railroad station. 


After a year and a half at San 
Rafael High school, Murray had 
started in 1905 as an employee of 
the old Humboldt Bank, since then 
purchased by Bank of America, and 
in 1911 took his job as cashier at the 
Bank of San Rafael. 
When'Murray began his career, 
the bank’s total assets were only a 
half million dollars—they now stand 
around the $20,000,000 mark. Dur­ 
ing the next few years the assets 
grew and so did the stature of Mur­ 
ray who took the title of vice presi­ 
dent in 1923. 
In 1933, after the death of the 
bank’s president, M. J. Pedrotti, 
Murray moved into the vacant pres­ 
ident’s chair. By that time the Bank 
of 
Rafael had taken over the 
charter of the Marin bank and they 
were combined into the First Nt- 
tional Bank in San Rafael. By 1940 
a branch in Novato had been opened 
and in 1951 a drive-in annex was 
added to the San Rafael office. 
Aside from his banking career. 


Murray, who lives at 1563 Lincoln 
avenue, San Rafael, has taken an 
active part in Marin club circles. He 
is a Mason, Knight Templar, Ro- 
tarian, elder in the Presbyterian 
church, and a leader in the Boy 
Scout movement. 
Murray now holds a seat on the 
executive board of the California 
Bankers’ association and has served 
as treasurer of the San Prandsco 
Theological Seminary at San An­ 
selmo. 
’The veteran banker and his wife, 
Lillian, whom he married in 1916, 
have three sons, William Jr., Donald, 
and Ted, $11 of whom served in 
World War H.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Study Of Tam District's 
Education Is Worthwhile 


Decision of the County Committee on School 
District Organization to make a study of the 
educational setup in Tamalpaii Union High 
school district is a step in the right direction. 


The decision was not to study the setting 
op of a junior high school organization in the 
district. Neither was it to study unification 
of the area’s II school districts into one unit 
for kindergarten to42th grade education. 


The study is to inspect the educational 
offerings of the Tam district as a whole and 
to see if some other system would better serve 
the children and people of the district. In this 
study a junior high school will be considered. 
So, too, will unification be ghen a hearing. 
Other educational sxstems can be absorbed 
into the thinking of the committee which will 


make the study. 
This committee is composed by law of 
trustees of all the school districts, plus the 
countv districting committee. This is not the 
most advantageous membership for a study 
committee. On such a committee should be at 
least a few representatives of the general, tax- 
paying public. 
But the law is not written that way. There­ 
fore the general public’s only role is to let 
members of the committee know their feelings 
regarding changes in the schools. 
Here is a danger in itself. This is a study 
committee, primary purpose of-which is to 
collect facts on the schools and wnat effect 
various changes would have on them. If any 
group of people sets out to promote any one 
particular plan, they could do great harm in 
unduly influencing the thoughts of committee 
members and swinging their conclusions from 
facts to pressured beliefs. 


The public can help by giving the com­ 
mittee what facts it possesses and leaving its 
beliefs to the proper time. That time is when 


a decision is due to be reached on what action 
should be taken. 
The committee can do a real service by 
becoming active immediately, by doing its 
work with dispatch but without haste, and by 
reporting back a seriously considered conclu­ 
sion backed up by the facts. 
Toward such a goal we have taken the first 
step. If we keep walking steadily, we will 
reach the last step in due time.

A seriously disturbing condition, 
strikes which impede production 
of goods for the defense program, 
is celled to a much needed public 
attention by the New York Herald 
Tribune. Factually and specifically 
the Herald Tribune lists strikes in 
plants making planes or plana 
parts or material eessential for 
them. F o r c e f u l l y tha Herald 
Tribuna sums up the condition in 
the headlines over its editorial, 
“strikes against defense." 
While listing is of strikes in 
plants having to do with plana 
production, o t h e r strikes have 
interrupted or reduced production 
of other forms of defense material. 
And while the listing is of present 
and recent strikes, the condition 
has gone on since the outset of the 
war in Korea 16 months ago. It la 
an ironic though tragic footnote to 
history that on the day the United 
States became involved in war by 
the aggression of a Communist 
force on South Korea, June 24 last 
year, the country was on the eve 
of a strike which, becoming actual, 
resulted during e a r l y July in 
suspension of transportation on 
four important western railroads. 


OUTCRY A G A I N S T strikes 
which interrupt production of war 
materials centers mainly on the 
direct consequence, the crippling 
of our war effort, the prolonging 
and p a r t i a l frustration of the 
struggle of our troops in Korea. 
An effect less obvious is indirect, 
the increase of inflation which ?a 
the 
ultimate hope of Russian 
Communism for destroying us. 
The object of most of the cur­ 
rent strikes is higher wages, and 
the reason given for demanding 
higher wages is increase in cost of 
living. Labor points to the increase 
and demands wages to make up 
for it. T h u s we confront the 
familiar spiral; higher cost of 
living 
leads to higher 
wages, 
higher wages cause increased cost 
of manufacturing, hence higher 
prices of manufactured goods; 
higher prices of manufactured 
goods, with higher prices of goods 
generally, result in increased cost 
of living. Thus the spiral goes on 
into another upward round. 


It is sometimes said critically that 
the adminJstraiton at Washington 
has no program for checking In­ 
flation. It would perhaps be more 
accurate to say that what the ad­ 
ministration does amounts to a 
program for more inflattosi. 
Some present conditions, includ­ 
ing the public psychology, make 
for a lowering of prices, and prices 
of some important goods have 
gone down within the last year.

If the 
price of the crop has gone higher 
than the amount of his loan he 
will naturally want to pay off the 
loan and sell his crop at a profit.

WASHINGTON—(JP)—The record 
of the first session of the 82nd 
Congress, now grinding to a close, 
isn’t very impressive as far as the 
number of major bills passed is 
concerned. 
In just one way did congress 
set a record: it voted m o r e 
money than any congress in U.S. 
history ever voted before in a 
peacetime year. That, of course, 
was done under pressure of the 
war In Korea and this country's 
vast expanded defense program. 
With the record almost complete, 
it appears congress will appropri­ 
ate about $91,000 000,000 (B> by the 
time it winds up the year's work. 
The record high, about $147,000,- 
000,000, was approved in 1943, a 
wartime year. 
To help pay the bill, President 
Truman asked congress to v o t e 
$10,000,000,000 in new taxes. 
It 
balked at the amount, trimming 
it almost in half, and the house 
so far has refused to approve that 
finally. 


WHETHER ANY NEW TAX bill 
will be passed now isn’t certain, 
but it seems likely that one raising 
government revenue about $5,750, 
000.000 a year may get through. 
A lot of congress members are say­ 
ing that, given a second chance, 
the house probably will okay a 
bUl pretty much like the one it 
turned down Tuesday. 
Aside from that and the appro­ 
priations bills, the major legisla­ 
tion Congress has approved in­ 
cludes extensions of old laws: the 
foreign aid programs to help this 
country’s allies strengthen them­ 
selves against communism: the re­ 
ciprocal trade program started in 
the mid-30’s; the Economic Con­ 
trols Act, with some revisions; the 
Draft Act, extended until 1955, 
coupled with a towering of the 
minimum draft age from 19 to 16% 
years. 
Along with the Selective Service 
Extenstion. congress d id another 
thing which could have a profound 
ami lasting effect on the nation. 
XI laid the groundwork for a system 


of Universal 
Military Training 
(UMT). 
But UMT won't go into effect 
unless congress approves it again.

After that is done, the issue 
will be put up to the senate and 
house again. 


MUCH OF CONGRESS’ time 
this year, especially in the senate, 
has been occupied with debate over 
foreign relations.

In the end, nothing in the way 
of legislation emerged on either 
issue, although the vast amount of 
information a n d opinion voiced 
could not help but have an effect 
on public opinion. 
The troops for Europe issue was 
raised last December when former 
President Herbert Hoover, in a 
speech, came out for withholding 
further foot soldiers and dollars 
from Western Europe until it made 
a Gibraltar of itself. 
A number of senators, mostly 
republican, took up the idea and 
the Foreign Relations and Armed 
Services Committees opened hear­ 
ings Feb. 15. The hearings and 
debate went on until April 4, when 
the senate passed a resolution ap­ 
proving the dispatch of four divi­ 
sions, plus two which were already 
there, to Western Europe. The re­ 
solution asked the president to get 
congress’ approval before he com­ 
mitted any mora. It had no legal 
effect.

And whOe the listing is of present 
and recent strikes, the condition 
has gone on since the outset of the 
war in Korea 16 months ago^ It is 
an ironic though tragic footnote to 
history that on the day the United 
States became involved in war by 
the aggression of a Communist 
force on South Korea, June 24 last 
year, the country was on the eve 
of a strike which, becmnlng actual, 
resulted during early July in 
suspension of transportation on 
four important western railroads. 
OUTCEY AGAINST strikes 
which interrupt production of war 
materials centers mainly on the 
direct consequence, the crippling 
of our war effort, the prolonging 
and partial frustration of the 
struggle of our troops in Korea. 
An effect less obvious is indirect, 
the increase of intiation which fa 
the ultimate hope of Russian 
Communism for destroying us. 
The object of most of the cur­ 
rent strikes is higher wages, and 
the reason given fc»’ demanding 
higher wages is increase in cost of 
living. Labor points to the increase 
and demands wages to make up 
for it. Thus we confront the 
familiar spiral; higher cost of 
living leads to higher wages, 
higher wages cause increased cost 
of manufacturing, hence higher 
prices of manufactured goods; 
higher prices of manufactured 
goods, with higher prices of goods 
generally, result in increased cost 
of living. Thus the spiral goes on 
into another upward round. 
ONE SUPPOSES THAT when 
when the public becomes aware 
that strikes in plants making war 
material cripple our defense effort 
and when they further become 
aware that inflation is at once a 
consequence of such strikes and a 
cause of them, the public would 
demand that inflation be checked. 
Check Is not presently In sight. 


II is sometimes said critically (hat 
the administraitoxi «I Washington 
his no progrsjn for ebecklnf In­ 
flation. It would perhaps be more 
accurate to say that what the id- 
ministration does amounie to a 
program for more Inflatioii. 
Some present conditions, includ­ 
ing the public peychcdogy, make 
for a lowering of prices, and prices 
of some Important goods have 
gone down within the last year. 
But when the administration at 
Washington sees a price going 
down, it in many cases hurries to 
chfck the decline. This Is 
especially conspicuous as respects 
farm products. The department of 
agriculturt keeps up prices oí 
farm ^rops by a device ctUecl 
“non-recourse loans.” A fanner 
borrows funds from the department 
with his crop as security. When 
the loan becomes due he need not 
pay it unless he wants to. If the 
price of the crop has gone higher 
than the amount of his loan he 
will naturally want to pay off the 
loan and sell his crop at a profit 
But if the price at time of pay­ 
ment Is below the amount of the 
loan, the farmer can let the de­ 
partment Just keep the crop. 
BY ONE DEVICB or another 
the department keeps up the 
prices of a large number of farm 
crops. Because these prices are a 
large part of the cost of living, the 
inflationary effect is formidable. 
And price support of farm crops Is 
only one of several practices which 
work toward more inflati<m. One 
coaaapicuous and overall force 
making for inflation is govern­ 
ment expenditures in excess of in­ 
come. continued large borowtng, 
continued deficits, continued in­ 
crease of the government’s debt. 
As the country becomes aware 
of the existence of many strikes in 
plants which produce war material 
and of the effect they have on the 
war effort ,an obvious reaction Is 
that something should be done 
directly about the strikes. One 
suggestion Is that the administra­ 
tion should confer with labor 
leaders and labor organizations to 
the end of bringing about an 
agreement that there should be no 
strikes in plants producing war 
material. There was such an 
agreement during World War K 
and to a very large degree it was 
lived up to. But the course that 
would be most direct and effective 
would be one which would deal 
with inflation and til the costs of 
it as a whole. Inflation is an evil 
of itself, under war conditions or 
peace conditions.

People On An Island (Manhattan) ^he w orld today 


Wind Up Talking To Themselves 


NEW YORK (AP)—People who 
live all alone on an island usually 
end up by talking to themselves. 
This is particularly true of 
Manhattan island, one of the most 
crowded and lonely islands in the 
world. More people talk to them­ 
selves here than anywhere. 
The human trait of self-address 
is a fascinating thing. It has 
always interested me. Everytimc I 
see people talking to themselves, I 
mutter under my breath, “Why is 
he talking to himself?” and then 
my brain asks me, “Why are you?” 
You’re doing the same thing your­ 
self right now, you dope.” 
It is often appealing to watch 
the very young and the very old 
talking out loud only for their 
own ears. They do it for different 
reasons, however. The old folks do 
it because they have passed be- 
ywid the focus of the present; 
children do It because they 
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haven’t yet entered that focus. 
WHAT BO THEY SAY to them­ 
selves? My observation has been 
that most oldtimers arc quarreling 
with themselves in their mono­ 
logues. 1 used to know a nice old 
lady back in Missouri who would 
march about her small chores 
saying crossly, “Now you know 
better than that. Why did you 
have to go and do a silly thing 
like that?” I never could find out 
what she thought she had done 
wrong. But she sure did give her­ 
self hell all day long. 
With children the whole thing 
is a game, a feat of the imagina­ 
tion to create an idea! world 
more understandable than the dis­ 
mal gro^mup world that surounds 
them. But when they talk to a 
doorknob and call It by a nick­ 
name, the doorknob is a very real 
person to them. Did you ever 
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watph a small girl walk along and 
pet a row of ñowers indlviduall.v? 
They no longer are Just flowers to 
her: they are pretty playmates. 
And she isn’t Just talking to her­ 
self. She hears what the flower- 
folk say back to her. 
WHAT STARTLES ME about 
New York, however, is the number 
of middle-aged people who talk to 
themselves. You sec their lips 
moving on the subways, on buses, 
in the streets. What arc they say­ 
ing? Sometimes they arc belatedly 
rehearsing withering remarks they 
should have made to the taxf 
driver who almost ran them down 
on the way to work. Or they are 
talking back to their wives — 
safely. Or else they are talking out 
their worries to themselves, usually 
money worries. 
The most boring type, howeier, 
is found at cocktail parties. These 
people talk out loud to themselves 
because of a secret conviction tiiat 
is the only way to be sure of an 
intelligent audience. If you rei>ly, 
they don’t even hear you. Your 
role Is to bounce back the echoes 
from their vocal chords into their 
own' smug ears. 
THE MOST FRIGHTENING 
sell - conversationalists are those 
who are m e n ta llj disturbed- 
drunken bums, senile refugees 
from reality, younger people whose 
minds have erupted in chaos. 
You see them walking alone in 
the crowds here, gibbering and 
gesturing to themselves. And no 
one bothers them here in the big 
city where nobody wants to get too 
involved in anybody else. Even the 
polke pay no attention to them 
unless they become violent. What 
does happen to them? 
I remember once seeing a 
trouble-haunted man mumbling 
to himself as he pushed through a 
throng near Rochefeiler Center. 
Suddenly he wheeled, lifted hia 
arms as if to sweep everyone in 
sight Into the gutter and shouted: 
“Get ready, sheep, get ready. 
You wont be here long.” 
Everyone who heard him turned 
eyes to the ground and walked on 
faster, feeling perhaps that ths 
man who talked to himself had 
eaid somethtng tros of thgn afl. 


Congress Has Set A Record: 
Voted Highest Expenditures 
By DONALD SANDERS 
(For JAMES MARLOW) 
WASHINGTON—()P)—The record 
of the first session of the 82nd 
Congress, now grinding to a close, 
isn’t very impressive as far as the 
number of major bills passed is 
concerned. 
In just one way did eongress 
set a record: it vded more 
money than any congreM in U.S. 
history ever voted before in a 
peacetime year. That, of course, 
was done under pressure of the 
war in Korea and this country's 
vast expanded defense program. 
With the record almost complete, 
it appears congress all! appropri­ 
ate about $91,000,000,000 (B) by the 
time it winds up the year’s work. 
The record high, about $147,000,- 
000,000, was approved in 1943, a 
wartime year. 
To help pay the bill. President 
Truman asked congress to vote 
$10,000,000,000 in new taxes. It 
balked at the amount, trimming 
it almost in half, and the house 
so far has refused to approve that 
finally. 
WHETHER ANY NEW TAX bill 
will be passed now isn’t certain, 
but it seems likely that one raising 
government revenue about $5,750, 
000,000 a year may get through. 
A lot of congress members arc say­ 
ing that, given a second chance, 
the house probably will okay a 
bill pretty much like the one it 
turned down Tuesday. 
Aside from that and the appro­ 
priations bills, the major legisla­ 
tion Congress has approved in­ 
cludes extensions of old laws: the 
foreign aid programs to help this 
country’s allies strengthen them­ 
selves against communism; the re­ 
ciprocal trade program started in 
the mid-30’s; the Economic Con­ 
trols Act, with some revisions; the 
Draft Act, extended until 1955, 
coupled with a lowering of the 
minimum draft age from 19 to 18% 
years. 
Along with the Selective Service 
Extenstion, congress did another 
thing which could have a profound 
and lasting effect on the nation. 
It laid the groundwork for m tygtem 


of Universal Military Trainmg 
(ÜMT). 
But UMT won’t go into effect 
unless congress approves it again. 
All it did this year was to set 
up a commission to work out de­ 
tails. After that is done, the issue 
will be put up to the senate and 
house again. 
MUCH OF CONGRESS’ time 
this year, especially in the senate, 
has been occupied with debate over 
foreign relations. 
TWO BIG ISSUES — Troops for 
Europe and the firing of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur — occupied 
months of time in the senate. 
In the end, nothing in the way 
of legislation emerged on cither 
issue, although the vast amount of 
informati<m and opinion voiced 
could not help but have an effect 
on public opinion. 
The troops for Europe issue was 
raised last December when former 
President Herbert Hoover, in a 
speech, came out for withholding 
further foot soldiers and dollars 
from Western Europe until it made 
a Gibraltar of Itself. 
A number of senaton, mostly 
republican, took up the idea and 
the Foreign Relations and Armed 
Services Committees opened hear­ 
ings Feb. IS. The hearings and 
debate went on until April 4, when 
the senate passed a resolution ap­ 
proving the dispatch of four divi­ 
sions, plus two which were already 
there, to Western Europe. The re­ 
solution asked the president to get 
congress’ approval before he com­ 
mitted any mort. It had no legal 
effect. 
BUT NOTHING EVER came of 
the resolution in the house. Two 
attempts there to tie it to other 
legislatioti faded. 
The long and heated controversy 
over Mr. Traman’s firing of Mac­ 
Arthur from bis Far Eastern Com­ 
mands didn’t even produce a reso­ 
lution. Hearings which started 
May 3 and ended June 25 produced 
more than two million words of 
testimony about the Korean War 
and Far Eastern Policy.

September. Many traders expected 
further weakness this winter—in 
grains and cotton because of the 
large crops, and in materials sucn 
as tin. rubber and wool because of 
the expected slow down in civilian 
goods production and the in­ 
creasing production of raw 
materials. 
Many traders stOl are betting 
that the general course of com­ 
modity prices next year will be 
downward.

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PLANNING YOUR GARDEN 
M a n s March On Civilization 
Related To Nature Of Soil

Man has always looked to thi 
«oil in his march on civilization. li 
he is to light his garden with a 
lamp of gold, his roots as well as 
those of plants must plunge deeply. 
The sr*l is a complex structure 
of mineral, organic materials, solu­ 
tion, atmosphere, and micro organ­ 
isms that are alive and extremely 
active. Let us explore further these 
five parts of a healthy aoil. 
MINERAL COMPONENT is ba­ 
sic, is made of microscopic parts, 
and in different areas varies. To 
the mineral particles little drops 
of water adhere and around them 
tiny roots hug to gather that pre­ 
cious drop. 
ORGANIC MATERIALS means, 
Of course, humus. Humus is the 
very foundation of good soil, and 
Of good gardening. There is no 
substitute for it. Let the humus 
content die in your soil and it gets 
into trouble. The mineral elements 
aren't released, the roots can’t 
gather food, and the soil particles 
instead of remaining loose and pli­ 
able gang up to the ruin of func­ 
tional root action.

MICRO ORGAN »AM 8 play a vi­ 
tal part in the soil. Amongst the 
teeming organisms found in the 
*oils, none are more important to 
t s life of green plants than the 
bacteria. They are responsible for 
taking nitrogen from the air and 
Riming it into a form which can 
be abaorved by roots. The air s 
rich in nitrogen, but plants are in­ 


capable of tAking it directly. Rain 
washes nitrates out of the air into 
the soil; these are grabbed by the 
bacteria who make them available 
to the roots, otherwise many plants 
would go down from nitrogen 
starvation.

Remedy Proposed 
For Sagging Door 
A simple remedy for a sagging 
door on a farm building has been 
used successfully by many farmers. 
The cure may be applied to any 
size door, and it is reported to be 
permanent. Here’s how the rem­ 
edy is applied: 
Remove the door and place it 
on a bench or saw horse. 
Square up the sides, using a car­ 
penter's square. 
Place a panel of three-sixteenths 
inch tempered Presdwood on the 
door and trim it to fit. Then bevel 
the edges slightly. Fasten the pan­ 
el securely with nails, screws or 
bolts to either the inside or out­ 
side of the door. 
Rehang the door and paint it. 
If the door is so “saggy” that it 
won’t 
stay 
square 
while 
the 
wood is attached, keep it in shape 
temporarily by nailing a triangu­ 
lar piece to the opposite side.

The school soon became an out­ 
standing educational institution. 
Enrollment increased steadily and 
larger quarters were needed.

Wakefield Baker home was later 
built on the site of this second 
school. 
In 
1898, 
fire 
destroyed

school. Neighbors came to the 
rescue to house faculty members 
and students until other quarters 
could be obtained. Classes were 
held at Hotel Rafael until the 
school was rebuilt. It was con­ 
structed on the present site of the 
Tamalpais School for Boys. 
DR. CHARLES HITCHCOCK, a 
former minister in England and a 
friend of Bates and* Lord Selborne, 
became the head of the school in 
1899, when the founder of it de­ 
cided to put it in other hands. 
The name was changed to Hitch­ 
cock M i l i t a r y Academy. The 
students were called cadets, wore 
sm art uniforms and. In addition 
to their academic studies, were 
given military training. 
Dr. Hitchcock headed the school 
until 1910 when Rex Sherer took 
it over. The latter, who had been 
a member of the faculty since 
1898, was an instructor in physics 
and athletics, and played an im­ 
portant part in the reorganization 
of the school and in its military 
program. 
He also Interested a 
number of wealthy men in the 
school. Prank Johnson gave the 
money for the building which was 
known as Johnson Hall and Ed 
Meyer for Meyer Hall. 
Headmaster Bates and his suc­ 
cessors had as their pupils a num ­ 
ber who became outstanding in 
public life. A national figure to­ 
day is Averell H anim an, personal 
assistant 
of President Truman. 
Although Harriman did not attend 
the San Rafael school, he was a 
pupn of Bates. It was through the 
latter’s Marin county connections 
th a t he was selected by E. H. H ar­ 
rim an to be the tutor of his bril­ 
liant son, Averell. 
Bates, who had then left San 
Rafael, was recommended for the 
tutoring position by Dr. Pritchett, 
head of the Carnegie Foundation. 
Mrs. Pritchett (Eva McABister), 
the daughter of the famous attor­ 
ney, Hall McAllister, had Bates

1932 prepared more boys for east­ 
ern universities, especially Yale, 
Harvard and Princeton than any 
school of its tirpc In the west. 
James W. Williams w«s head­ 


master until 1930. Paul T e m i^ 
had the post from 1930 to 1933. 
The national depression resulted 
in such a decrease In enrollment 
th at the trustees felt they could 
not

school’s finances and it was turned 
over to Frederick Daly, who at 
th a t time was the athletic coach 
and French teacher. He operated 
the school as a proprietary InsUln- 
tlon until 1939 when It was pmr« 
chased by the late A. L. Stewart, 
owner of the San Rafael MiUtary 
Academy. Daly remained as head* 
master for one year after he sold 
the school.

Terah, who lived in Ur, took his son, 
Abraham, his son’s son, Lot, and their 
families, and left Ur to go into the land 
of Canaan, but when they came to Haran 
they settled there.

Boys' Choir Sings For First 
Time Sunday At Ross Church

With this lesson we begin a new 
series on the beginnings of the 
Hebrew nation. The lesson’s head­ 
ing reads, “Abraham, God’s Pio­ 
neer.” Our country was peopled by 
pioneers, whether they came on 
the Mayflower or other vessels of 
early days, or were born here in 
the very young days of our land. 
Most of our ancestors came from 
other parts of the world with the 
true pioneer spirit—that is, they 
came, not knowing under what 
conditions they would be living, but 
with the hope and the courage to 
face all hardships to found homes 
for themselves and their children. 
Terah, father of Abraham (or 
Abram, as he was first called), de­ 
cided to leave the ancient city of 
Ur in Chaldea, and go to Canaan. 
He set off with his son, Abraham, 
his deceased son’s son, Lot, and 
their families, but when he arrived 
at the town of Haran in Mesopo­ 
tamia, he settled there. 
Jehovah, however, commanded 
Abraham to leave his father and 
kindred and to continue the jour­ 
ney to Canaan, the land which He 
would show and give to Abraham. 
Abraham obeyed the command, ac­ 
companied by his nephew, Lot, and 
their families. 
A NEW CHAPTER was thus 
opened in the history of the race— 
one of the greatest significance, 
as a writer on the subject points 
out Abraham was not a great con­ 
queror in the accepted sense of 
that word. 
“The significance of his life was 
not military nor legislative, nor 
literary, but religious” — Marcus 
Dods, Scottish divine and Biblical 
scholar. Yet his belief in one God, 
the true God, has given him his 
lasting influence. 
If Abraham had continued to 
live in Haran he probably would 
have been one among his brothers* 
an influential sheik, a “contlnuator 
of the Terah name—not the orig­ 
inator of a new epoch.” 
Canaan was an ideal spot in 
which to cary out God’s will. It 
was not in immediate contact with 
nations of idol worshipers. It was 
in the midst of mighty empires,

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but their struggles for eminence 
did not necessarily affect its life. 


NO 
GREAT 
HIGHWAY 
led 
through its center. Its natural bar­ 
riers and difficulties of position 
gave it the liberty of establishing 
relations with foreign countries, or 
of keeping its isolation. It was to 
become the nursery of true religion. 
“And I will make of thee a great 
nation, and I will bless thee, and 
make thy name great; and be thou 
a blessing; . . . and I will bless 
them that bless thee, and him that 
eurseth thee will I curse; and in 
thee shall all the families of the 
earth be blessed,” said Jehovah. 


“It is some 4,000 years since the 
birth of the promised seed, 3 500 
since the Exodus and the birth of 
the Jewish nation.” 
They have been hated and perse­ 
cuted more than any other nation 
on earth but they obtained great 
riches and power in the civilized 
world, and now. at long last, they 
are returning by the thousands to 
their own land, and have aet up 
their own government with their 
own courts of law, their Hebrew 
Bible, their synagogue ritual, their 
feasts and fasts of the Jewish cal- 
IfidSf. 


AT BETHEL Abraham pitched 
his tent and erected an altar to 
Jehovah. Everywhere he went and 
pitched his tent, theie built he an 
altar for worship of his God. 


There was a dire famine in the 
land to which Abraham and Lot 
went, and, seemingly without Je­ 
hovah’s permission, they went to 
Egypt where there was food. 
Here Abraham sinned inexcus­ 
ably. HU wife, Sari (later Sarah), 
was a beautiful woman, and know­ 
ing the licentious nature of the 
Egyptians, he was afraid that the 
Pharoah would covet her for hi/; 
harem, and would t»ke Abraham s 
life. So he told Sarai to tell the 
Egyptians she was hU sister. 


She was taken to the Pharaoh’s 
harem, but the ruler found out 
that she was the wife of Abraham, 
and he called Abraham before him 
and asked him why he had lied. 
He, the Pharoah, might have of­ 
fended hU gods by taking her for 
a wife. He ordered them all to leave 
Egypt at once. 
HOWEVER» ABRAHAM and Lot 
had prospered mightily in the land 
of Egypt, and when they returned 
to Canaan, their flocks and herds 
were so large that there was not

W hen tfie students at the Hitchcock M ilitary Academ y, which 
later became Tam alpais School and then Tam alpais School 
for Boys, were on the porade grounds they had their ow n 
band. But all the students were in uniform in those days 
as Hitchcock w as a military academ y in the full sense of the 
word. M ilitary training w as ended after Mr. and Mrs, Rex 
Sherer sold the school in 1925. The school w os then com­ 
bined with the old Mt. Tam alpais M ilitary Academ y but 
rem ained on the former Hitchcock grounds.

Terah, who lived in Ur, took his son, 
Abraham, his son’s son, Lot, and their 
families, and left Ur to go into the land 
of Canaan, but when they came to Haran 
they settled there. Then Jehovah told 
Abraham to leave his father and go on 
to Canaan which He would give to him 
and his descendants. 


Abraham went to Canaan, but there was 
a famine, so he took his family to Egypt, 
where because his wife was beautiful and 
he thought Pharaoh might covet her for 
his harem and kill him to get her, Abra­ 
ham deceived the Pharaoh by saying 
Sarai was his sister. For this the Phara­ 
oh banished them from Eg>T>t. 


Abraham and Lot had grown rich in 
E;gypt, so that when they returned to 
Canaan there wa* not room for their 
combined flocks and herds in the land 
and their herdsmen quarreled. Abraham 
told Lot to look about him and choose 
the land he wanted, and he—Abraham— 
would go in the opposite direction. 


After the separation of Abraham and 
Lot, Jehovah told Abraham to lift up his 
eyes and look north, south, east and 
west, and He would give him all the land 
he saw for him and for his seed forever. 
So .Abraham moved his «lent to Hebron 
and built an altar there to Jehovah.

Boys' Choir Sings For First 
Time Sunday At Ross Church

With this lesson we begin a new 
series on the beginnings of the 
Hebrew nation. The lesson’s head­ 
ing reads, “Abraham, God’s Pio­ 
neer.” Our country was peopled by 
pioneers, whether they came on 
the Mayflower or other vessels of 
early days, or were born here in 
the very young days of our land. 
Most of our ancestors came from 
other parts of the world with the 
true pioneer spirit—that is, they 
came, not knowing under what 
conditions they would be living, but 
with the hope and the courage to 
face all hardships to found homes 
for themselves and their cliildren. 
Terah, father of Abraham (or 
Abram, as he was first called), de­ 
cided to leave the ancient city of 
Ur in Chaldea, and go to Canaan. 
He set off with his son, Abraham, 
his deceased son’s son. Lot, and 
their families, but when he arrived 
at the town of Haran In Mesopo­ 
tamia, he settled there. 
Jehovah, however, commanded 
Abraham to leave his father and 
kindred and to continue the jour­ 
ney to Canaan, the land which He 
would show and give to Abraham. 
Abraham obeyed the command, ac­ 
companied by his nephew, Lot, and 
their families. 
A NEW CHAPTER was thus 
opened In the history of the race— 
one of the greatest significance, 
as a writer on the subject points 
out Abraham was not a great con­ 
queror in the accepted sense off 
that word. 
“The significance of his life was 
not military nor legislative, nor 
literary, but religious” — Marcus 
Dods, Scottish divine and Biblical 
scholar. Yet his belief in one God, 
the true God, has given him his 
lasting influence. 
If Abraham had continued to 
live in Haran he probably would 
have been one among his brothers^ 
an influential sheik, a "contlnuator 
of the Terah name—not the orig­ 
inator of a new epoch.** 
Canaan was an ideal spot in 
which to cary out God’s will. It 
was n<^ in Immediate contact with 
nations of idol worshipers. It was 
in the midst of mighty empires,

but their struggles for eminence 
did not necessarily affect its life. 
NO 
GREAT 
HIGHWAY 
led 
through its center. Its natural bar­ 
riers and difficulties of position 
gave it the liberty of establishing 
relations with foreign countries, or 
of keeping its isolation. It was to 
become the nursery of true religion. 
“And I will make of thee a great 
natimi, and I will bless thee, and 
make thy name great; and be thou 
a blessing; . . . and I will bless 
them that bless thee, and him that 
curscth thee will I curse; and in 
thee shall all the families of the 
earth be bles.sed,’* said Jehovah. 


“It is some 4,000 years since the 
birth of the promised seed, 3,500 
since the Exodus and the birth of 
the Jewish nation.** 
They have been hated and perse­ 
cuted more than any other nation 
on earth but they obtained great 
riches and power in the civilized 
world, and now, at long last, they 
are returning by the thousands to 
their own land, and have set up 
their own government with their 
own courts of law, their Hebrew 
Bible, their synagogue ritual, their 
feasts and fasts of the Jewish cal- 
andar. 


AT BETHEL Abraham pitched 
his tent and erected an altar to 
Jehovah. Everywhere he went and 
pitched his tent, there built he an 
altar for worship of his God. 
There was a dire famine in the 
land to which Abraham and Lot 
went, and, seemingly without Je­ 
hovah’s permission, they went to 
Egypt where there was food. 
Here Abraham sinned inexcus­ 
ably. His wife. Sari Hater Sarah), 
was a beautiful woman, and know­ 
ing the licentious nature of the 
Egyptians, he W'as afraid that the 
Pharoah would covet her for his 
harem, and would take Abraham's 
life. So he told Sarai to tell the 
Egyptians she was his sister. 
She was taken to the Pharaoh’s 
harem, but the ruler found out 
that she was the wife of Abraham, 
and he called Abraham before him 
and asked him why he had lied. 
He, the Pharoah, might have of­ 
fended his gods by taking her for 
a wife. He ordered them all to leave 
Egypt at once. 
HOWEVER, ABRAHAM and Lot 
had prospered mightily in the land 
of Egypt, and when they returned 
to Canaan, their flocks and herds 
were so large that there was not 


room in the same land for them to 
graze, and 
their i^rvants, the 
herdsmen, quarreled violently. 


Then Abraham did a most unsel­ 
fish thing—a truly Christian thing: 
He told Lot to look all about him 
and choose the land he wanted, 
and then Abraham would go in the 
opposite direction for land on 
which to settle. 


Lot chose the rich land border­ 
ing the Jordan river, near the wick­ 
ed city of Sodom. He must have 
been sorry he chose that place 
later, when Sodom and Gomorrah 
were destroyed by Jehovah’s com­ 
mand, although Lot’s life was 
saved. 


THE SECOND DIVINE call came 
to Abraham then, and he was told 
to look about him—north, .south, 
east and west, to walk over the 
country, and he should receive all 
that his ev‘ 
saw for himself and 
for his se*:. 'orever. 


"And I will make |hy seed as 
the du.st of the earth: so that if 
a man can number the dust of the 
earth, then may thy seed also be 
numbered . . . 


“And Abraham jptioved his tent, 
and came and dwelt by the oaks 
of Mamre, which are in Hebron, 
and built there an altar unto Je­ 
hovah.**

For Fine Hand-Made Books

P rin ters’ ink runs in the Lewis 
Allen family. From fath er to son, 
th e tradition of com m ercial and 
fine book publishing is carried on 
—even to the printing of an occa­ 
sional handbill for the Belvedere 
school 
by 
the 
youngest 
Allen, 
Stephen, 13. 
T he L-D Allen Press, located in 
th e Allen hom e on San R afael 
avenue, Belvedere, was again re ­ 
cently honored when the Am erican 
In stitu te of G raphic Arts selected 
th eir latest book, Leo Tolstoy’s 
“W hat Men Live By,” as one of 
th e “Fifty Best Books of 1951.” 
For Lewis and D orothy Allen, 
the selection was an old story. 
They have been honored for their 
fine, hand-m ade books since they 
started publishing about one book 
a year in 1939. T heir work has 
m ade either th e fifty books of the 
year or been picked for the W est­ 
ern Books exhibit by the Rounce 
and Coffin club, an organization 
of Los Angeles p rin ters who choose 
the best printed w estern books. 
The Allens who operate the Al­ 
len ’s Press Clipping bureau in San 
Francisco full-tim e have up to now 
been devoting only weekends, eve­ 
nings and 
lately Tuesdays and 
Thursdays on their fine book work. 
In 
August they took off for 
Europe to spend a year or two 
studying book design, printing and 
hand book binding. W hen they re ­ 
tu rn , they hope to give th eir full 
attention to publishing and earn 
a livelihood from it. 
For Lewis Allen, th a t will be the 
culm ination of m any years of fun 
w ith type. 
IT ALL 
STARTED when his 
father, H arris S. Allen, one-tim e 
new spaperm an 
for the O akland 
Enquirer and the S an Francisco 
Bulletin who later operated th e 
San Francisco News Bureau, a 
daily com m ercial paper, sold the 
bureau and gave an ancient Jones- 


Gordon press and some type cases 
of “uncertain lineage” to the 12- 
year old boy. 
Lewis then went to work in the 
basem ent of h is house and w ith 
another neighborhood boy printed 
envelopes and cards for the local 
m erchants. “W henever the spirit 
moved” them they got out a h a n d ­ 
set 
neighborhood 
paper, 
“T he 
Clayton 
T ribune,” 
which 
lasted 
about two yeafs. 
Some reporting for the D aily 
C alifornian followed w hen Allen 
went to the U niversity of C alifor­ 
nia. In 1939, Lewis and D orothy, 
a nursery school teacher, installed 
a handpress in the basem ent of 
their R ussian Hill ap artm en t and 
put out th eir first book. I t was a 
43-page book “T rail of B eauty” by 
H arris Allen, illustrated by W illiam 
Gaskin of Larkspur. 
Together the young couple stu d ­ 
ied hand book binding for th ree 
years w ith Mr. and Mrs. H erbert 
Fahey. 
THE W ORK IS DIVIDED be­ 
tween the two of them . They plan 
the over-all design together. Mrs. 
Allen does all the gold and color 
illum ination of the illustrations 
and the book binding. 
A fter Allen sets the type, the 
pages are printed on a 10 by 15 
Colt Armory press w ith Mrs. Allen 
rolling the ink onto tihe type. 
F irst they pick a story th a t a p ­ 
peals to them . Some of the titles

B ulm er, a m odem type face d e­ 
signed about 1870 was selected for 
the B reen diary, w ritten early In 
th e 1860’s. 
Rom a nee, a type designed in and 
im ported from H olland, a classical 
type, was used for the Tolstoy 
book. 
A fter the type face is chosen, 
they select th e paper. It is usually 
rag in co n trast to sulphite or wood 
pulp paper used in m ost books. The 
la tte r Is ap t to tu rn yellow and age 
w hereas the rag paper Is m ore p er­ 
m an en t and has a different type 
of texture. 
They usually use m achine m ade 
rag type paper, b u t for th e T ol­ 
stoy book they chose h an d m ade 
paper since th e work was done on 
an old iron press from the East. 
Before printing they dam pen the 
h an d m ade paper to soften its 
fibers. This allows the ink to go 
into the fiber, become p a rt of the 
paper and give a sharper im pres­ 
sion on the page. 
W hen th e paper begins to dry. 
It starts to shrink and m ust be ru n 
through th e press quickly so it 
won’t dry in the process. Using this 
m ethod, the Ink becomes m uch 
m ore perm anent th a n if the type 
and ink ju st rested on the surface. 
M OST OF THE BOOKS, how ­ 
ever, are printed on a m otor-run. 
hand-fed 
Colt press. T his runs 
about two sheets a day, m akes 
about 600 im pressions in an hour. 
T hen comes the delicate, p ain stak ­ 
ing Job of turning the sheets of 
paper over and printing on the 
other side. (This press was re ­ 
cently borrowed by Don Kelly of 
Mill Valley who is printing his 
first book, a group of poems by a 
professor.! 
T he covers also are mostly hand

M alette Dean of F airfax who does 
m any of the wood-engraved illus­ 
trations. A stan d ard press from 
Paris is used for th e book binding.
